„ Each time presidents have 
come to Ottawa- first Harry S

nedy- there has been a puhlie 
outcry by Canadians over Ihe 
elaborate Security precautions 
taken by U.S. security forces. 
The move has even been de¬ 
nounced in Parliament. 

Canadians have always re¬ 
garded such a step as a usurpa¬ 
tion of duties of the RCMP. 


And they never hesitated to 

say so. 

The three U.S. prF.sidcnts 
to have come to Ottawa were 
surrounded by a private army 
of guards to which was added 
RC7MP and C?lty Police rein- 
forcementa When In the Par¬ 
liament Buildings, the protec¬ 
tive service of the Commons 
and Senate wai added. 

The preoident's guards and 
security service were continq- 
ally at the rde of the U S. chief 
executive, whether he hap¬ 
pened fo be walking, travelling 
by car or when flying into the 
capital.

iCIinging Leaves Danger Sign 


By !»l. V. rHFSNI T, FRHB 

I used to feel quite proud of 
myself when one of my fruit tree* 
would retain its leave. long alter the 
nelghbois' trees had dropped theirs, 
for I had an idea thli Indicated 
superior rullure on my part. I found 
out to my sortow. though, this isn’t 
something to cungralulale oneself 
for; It isn't live result of good culture 
or loving care at all. but a pretty 
good indication of trouble somevv here. 

This doesn't always hold, of 
course. In some years, due to some 
peculiar quirk of the weather, tha 
dead brown leaves hang on and on. 
protracting Interminably tha Job of 
raking them up. In such genersl 
rases, the whole tree Is affected, ft la 
when Individual branches miy show 
thi.s tendency to retain their leaves 
that trouble should he suspected, 
a a a 

In apples, crahnpple*, pear* snd 
the mountain ssh, this symptom 
might pos.sibly Inrticata an attack of 
the dieaded fireblight disea.se Thia 
is a bacterial infection found only in 
member* of the rose family and with 
a special affinity for pear tree*, often 
kHling th* w h o 1 a ire* It left un¬ 
treated. 


Failure of the leevea to fall I* not 
a sure sign by any means, for yovi <>an 
have firehlight- without the leaves 
staying on, and oonvei-sely, the leaves 
may be retained even though no in¬ 
fection Is present. But when single 
branches act In this way. It Is Ju.xt 
sheer shiftles-sness nol lo get out 
there snd investigate further. 

IxkHc over the small twigs and 
friHt -spurs on such hranches, especi¬ 
ally the ones whliii carried blossoms 
this past sca.son, for the di.sea.e is 
spread from infected lo healthy tree* 
mostly by pollinating insects at 
blossom time.

If any twigs have a sonrrhed Sfv 
pearance, as tf they had been sesied 
by a Wowtoroh, you have a pa.«e of 
firebltght on your hands, tf the af¬ 
fected twigs dnp an evil, dark-colored 
sap. you have it in Us most virulent 
form. 

There Is no cure for the sffecled 
poitions of the branch and. at thi* 
.season of the vaar, theia is no treat¬ 
ment to keep the disease from spread¬ 
ing except drasHc surgery. AM th# 
scorched wood must come out, mak¬ 
ing your Cut* well below the visibly 
affected portion.*. 

Never forget, when working with 


ftiehlight. thst you *re dealing with 
living organi.sm* bartei-ia 'and un-‘ 
less the operation is carried out under 
conditions of jvurgiral cteanltness. you 
stand a good ohance of spreading th# 
geims and infecting the healthy por¬ 
tions of the tiee.

II Is applied as 
a spray during the bloasom perlckl 
but. while it will piev-ent Infection 
and arrest the spi ead of the di.sease, 
it is no aubatitiile for surgery. AU- 
sffected wood should come out im¬ 
mediately.
